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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the reasons cited in the final office action. The 
broad claim still meet the combination of Ohsato and Kolosko, furthermore, col. 2, lines 39-40, and lines 63-68 of Ohsato reads on a control 
circuit connected to the pick-up laser for controlling the tilted optical disc to operate in one normal operation mode (corresponding to one 
operating mode as claimed). Response to page 4, lines 5-8, these are not found persuasive because Ohsato applies for any disc, col. 2, 
line 25. Thus, Kolosko and Ohsato would combine together. Moreover, claim 1 did not claim the optical disc. Based on combination of 
Ohsato and Kolosko, they teach every limitation of claim 1. Response to page 5, lines 1-7, the applicant emphasizes the invention. These 
are not persuasive because the examiner considers what the claim is clearly claimed. However, the invention are disclosed but NOT in the 
claims. Claim 9 is the same reason as set forth above. 

Response to claim 2, Ohsato conventionally discloses the optical disc is titled for offset angles, col. 2, lines 63-68. 

The applicant argues that there is no specific suggestion of teaching in the references to combine prior art. In response, KSR forecloses the 

arguments that a specific teaching, suggestion, or motivation is required to support a finding of obviousness. See the recent Board decision 

Ex parte Smith, -USPQ2d-, slip op. at 20, (Bd. Pat. App. & Interf. June 25, 2007) (citing KSR, 82 USPQ2d at 1396) (available at 

http://www.uspto.gov/web/offices/dcom/bpai/prec/fd071925.pdf). 

For these reasons, the rejections of claims 1-5, 9-11 and 13 are maintained. 
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
